REACIIINO INTO LOWER LEVELS

Work on tho oil and gas woll
bolng drlllod at Payette by tho
Idaho Oil & Ons Company Is pro- -
grossing vory favorably according to
reports In Payette. Ontario pooplo
who aro intorestod in oil and gas
dovolopmont aro watching tho pro-gro- ss

of this woll with keen Inter-
est as tho success ot this woll will
mean n great doal for tho develop-
ment of tho oil and gas resources on
both sidos ot tho river as tho ic

conditions at Payette aro
doscrlbed as bolng tho samo as those
about Ontario. Tho well is bolng
drilled Just west ot tho railroad
tracks south ot the depot. A full
standard equipment has boon
brought In with over 3000 foet ot
casing. The derrick Is 84 ft. high
with 20 ft. baso f double construc-
tion to onablo the company to go as
doep or doopor than any well that
has ever boon drlllod In this district.

Tho woll is in clmrgo of hoad
driller U, O. Stovons, an expert oil
drtllor who has bad thirty years

in bringing In gas and oil
wells in sovoral states. The well Is
now down 250 ft. with 10 inch cas
Ing and from now on drilling work
should progress very fast as the big
bits have boon connectod up with
the walking beam in order to hastdo
drilling.

Tho drilling of this well was
brought about this summer by the
consolidation of tho Payette Oil &
Dovolopmont Co, with the Idaho Oil
& O as Co, of Nampa, both of which
companies have a large acreage un-

der leaso, the Payette people hav-
ing leased about 30 000 acres in the
Payette Valley on both sides of the
River and the Nampa Company bar
ing equal acreage In the Montour
and Horseshow Bend District in-

cluding some very promising coal
lands. The consolidation made it
possible for the Payette people to
bring in a full Standard drilling out
fit which bad already been pur
chased by the Nampa Co. before
ta merger and with a small outlay
of eaeb at the KMt Una.
